The loss by the wreck was 
fully 6100,000. Much valuable express 
matter WHS consumed in the fire. 


Th( Xew York offece has manifested 


great anxiety about the charred contents 
of the express safe and has sent instruc- 
tions not to open it, as it is to be sent to 
the treasury at Washington. The safe 
was in a unite heat and smoke issued 
from the door for several hours after it 
was removed from the wreck. The paper 
money is undoubtedly burned to ashes. 
Around the sides molten metal had been 
escaping, leading to the belief that there 
was cither com or jewelry inside. There 
was another safe in the car, the one 
used by the messenger, and its contents 
were also destroyed. Little of the mer- 
chandise express goods was saved.

Wen said he thought the loss at Terre 
Haute, Ind , would reach 8100,000. "All 
the way bills of the contents of the two 
safes uere destroyed," he said, "and an 
accurate estimate can not be made till 
we bear from all the points from which 
shipments were made. The principal 
loss, however, will be in coin and bonds, 
us our line cariies a greater portion of 
the banking business between St. Louis 
and the Atlantic coast.'

moned and prompt assistance rendered 
the injured.

He rallied 
temporarily, but it is not thought he 
can recover. 


When the fifftt of the city firemen 


answered the alarm they saw that 
there was imminent danger of the fire 
spreading to the Wabash elevator and 
the repair shops, which stood close by. 
The oil house was also menaced, but 
luckily the flames were held in checfc 
at this particular point. 


A general alarm was sent in, and by 


dint of numbers the firemen finally 
succeeded in saving the surrounding- 
property. The roundhouse was com- 
pletely wrecked and the six engines 
stored therein practically rendered use- 
less. 
The loss is estimated at from $75,000 


to $100,000, and is believed to be fully 
covered by insurance.

Cox's Bolt. 


The candidacy of J. S. Cox for com- 


missioner of highways is to be deplored, 
not because of any danger with which 
the party is thereby threatened, but for 
his own sake and the permanent polit- 
ical injury it will do him. Considering 
the nature of the primaries, Mr. Cox 
does not bolt the convention, because 
the convention had no more to do in de- 
ciding who the nominees should be than 
had Bro. Jasper, of Virginia, and his 
philosophy that ''the sun do move and 
the earth do not move.'1 The plurality 
or majority of the votes cast for a candi- 
date for any given office at the primaries, 
according to rules of the township cen- 
tral committee, determined who should 
be the nominees of the, party, and these 
rules were strictly carried out. So it is 
clear that Mr. Cox did not bolt the con- 
vention. What, then, has he done? 


At the primaries Mr. Cox and D. A. 


Maffit were candidates for the nomina- 
tion for 
commissioner of highways. 


Each man submitted his claims, not to 
a convention, but to the voters of the 
Republican party; and by submitting 
his claims to the party each of these 
gentlemen, if he was honest in his ap- 
peal to the Republican voters, consented, 
without reservation, to submit to the 
action of the voters. Thirteen hundred 
and eighteen Republicans voted for 
commissioner of highways. 
Of this 


cumber D A. Maffit received 880 votes 
and J. S. Cox received 438 votes. But, 
in spite of this decision, Mr. Cox has 
become an independent candidate. Thus 
it seems he was not fair in submitting 
his claims to the Republicans of the 
township. He entertained a mental res- 
ervation all the while he was asking 
Republicans to vote for him that in case 
the voters of the party failed to give 
him a majority, he would bolt the de- 
cis;on of the party. This is precisely 
what ho has done. This makes his can- 
didacy, now, a pretty serious matter 
with himself. 
,. 


If ho had been fair with himself and 


the paity when he submitted his claims 
to the Republican voters at the prima- 
ries ho would have announced in a 
manly way that in case the voters failed 
to give him a majority he would slap 
them m the face by bolting their decis- 
ion. 
Had ho done so the 438 men who 


voted for him would have known pre 
cisely the kind of a candidate they were 
supporting, and in that case, if they did 
not like the terms they could have voted 
for some one else. In this he did not 
treat his friends or the party fairly and 
did himself great injustice. 


But this is not all. Mr. Cox has not 


become an independent candidate with 
the hope that ho can be elected. He 
comos out by agreement simultaneously 
with Mr. Barnes, a Democrat, who, 
while his party has refused to put out a 
ticket, may reasonably expect the big 
cad of the Democratic vote. This, of 
course, settles the fact that Mr. Cox 
does not expect election. His candidacy 
then can have but one object, namely, 
to defeat, if possible, the choice of the 
Republican voters at the primaries. It 
moans that he has started out to punish 
the Republicans because a majority 
failed to vote for him at the primaries. 
To accomplish this he expects enough 
Republicans to vote for him to divide 
the vote sufficiently to let Mr. Barnes in. 
These are the facts which are not open 
to controversy and mean that every Re- 
publican who votes for Mr. Cox votes to 
elect Mr. Barnes. 


Gresham's Ultimatum. 


Secretary Greeham seems to have 


waked to the fact that the American 
people have become heartily tired of the 
temporizing foreign policy of the present 
administration, and are in earnest in de- 
manding action that will comport with 
the importance and dignity of this Na- 
tion. He at least has mustered up cour- 
age to present a postive and dignified 
ultimatum to Spain in relation to the 
Allianca affair. He notifies that govern 
ment thai "this government will expect 
prompt disavowal of the unauthorized 
act and due expression of regret on the 
part of Spain." This is business, and it 
is to be hoped that he and President 
Cleveland will stick to the position they 
have taken and fight it out on that line. 


Of course, if the administration was 


Republican, the message of Gresham to 
Spain would be treated as a piece of 
jingoism and the firing upon the Alli- 
anca as a trivial affair, unworthy of 
notice, 
as 
that party treated the 


murder of the American marines in 
Chili, which the leaders of that party 
and Democratic newspapers character- 
ized as a drunken brawl, but for which 
the Harrison administration held Chili 
responsible; and, by the way, for which 
Cleveland, when he succeeded Harrison, 
apologized to Chili. 


But inasmuch as the Democrats are in 


power that party may be expected to 


support the government in its conduct 
toward Spain. The Republican party of 
course will stand by the adminjptration, 
because it is composed of men who are 
patriotic enough to be for the govern- 
ment no matter what party is in power. 
This will give Gresham a support that 
no Republican secretary of state could 
expect to have in a line emergency and 
ought to operate to help stiffen his back 
in the affair.

A WRONGJYEflGEB. 


A Man Who Debauched the Wife 


of His Friend, 


FILLED WITH LEAD BY HER HUSBA8D, 


Who, After Inflicting 
Three 
Fatal 


Wounds, Delivers Himself Up to 


the Authorities—Bloody Out- 


come of a Divorce Suit. 


DENVER, Col., March 18.—George R. 


Krouing, a clerk in the auditor's office 
of the Denver & Rio Grande railroad, 
was shot and mortally wounded yes- 
terday afternoon by William R. Peck. 
Peck is a clerk for Col. Hooper, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Eio Grande 
road, and up to two years ago was city 
passenger agent of the Rock Island. 


Kroning's wife obtained a divorce 


from him several weeks ago on the 
ground that he had been unduly inti- 
mate with a woman named Marie, who 
is said to be Mrs. Peck, wife of the man 
who did the shooting. 


Shortly after the trial of the divorce 


case Peck abducted his only child, but 
his wife obtained an order preventing 
him from taking the little one from 
the city. Peck is in jail and refuses 
to talk. Kroning died at 5:25 at St. 
Luke's hospital. 


It seems that Peek called at police 


headquarters 
Saturday night 
and 


asked for protection. 
Peck rushed 


into headquarters and excitedly in- 
formed the officers in charge that he 
had just shot Kroning. He said that 
he did not know whether he had killed 
him or not, but he had emptied the 
si^chambers of his revolver into his 
body. 


Only three bullets struck him, how- 


ever, one entering his abdomen, one 
his left lung, and the other his left 
temple. 


The trouble grew out of the divorce 


proceedings. 
At first Peck refused to 


believe his wife guilty as charged in 
Mrs. 
Kroning's complaint, but during 


the trial Mrs. Kroning's attorney intro- 
idued a letter written by Mrs. Peck to 
Kroning telling him that bhe would 
place a lamp in the parlor window if 
the coast was clear, and if there was no 
light there he would know that her 
husband was at home. 


Mrs. Peck is a beautiful woman of 


the brunette type, and it, well known 
in church circles. Kroning and his 
family were regular attendants at St. 
John's cathedral. 
Mrs. Kroning', the 


one who first discovered the intimacy 
between her husband and Mrs. Peck, 
is a blonde and quite good looking. 


The proceedings for a divorce were 


kept quiet until the matter came up 
for trial and it was at the commence- 
ment of the trial that Peck had the 
first intimation of his wife's infidelity. 
Uefore his death Kroning stated that 
he and Peck had never had any trou- 
ble of any sort and that bis first warn- 
ing1 was a shot from Peck's gun. 


To a detective Peck handed a news- 


paper account of the divorce trial, 
when asked the cause of the^ shooting, 
and said it was the evidence therein 
detailed that led him to avenge the 
wrong done him, and that he thought 
he was amply justified for hi.s action. 


A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars' Damage 


Done, but No Lives Destroyed. 


WEBSTER, Mass., March 
IS.—The 


residents of this town were startled at 
noon yesterday by a terrific explosion 
in the South Village mill of the Slater 
Woolen Co. A sixty-horse power Al- 
len 
boiler burst, causing a loud 


noise and wrecking- many thousand 
Sollars" worth of property near it. No 
one was killed. 


The boiler was driven out of its 


building, through tho basement and 
the parlor of the corporation tenement, 
occupied by the Domi family, and 
across Main street, striking the stone 
foundation of the Old Tavern, where 
it lodged. Rosa Domi was sitting in 
the parlor at the time, and she was 
precipitated into the basement, but 
was not injured beyond a severe shak- 
ing up. Mrs. Domi was in the kitchen 
adjoining the parlor. She was knocked 
down. Large pieces of debris were 
throxvn around for many rods, but for- 
tunately they hit no human mark. 


The boiler weighed about Ihirty 


tons, It struck the Old Tavern with 
force enough to bore a large hole in the 
stone underpinning and then turned 
itself completely around at a distance 
of about forty feet from its bed. The 
shock was felt all over the town. The 
loss will reach §75,000.

The Whole Spanish Cabinet Resigns—Gen. 


Campos the Comlnc Alan. 


LONDON, March 
17.—The United 


Press correspondent in Madrid tele- 
graphs late this evening that the 
whole Sagasta cabinet has resigned 
and Gen. Martinez de Campos has been 
appointed captain general of Madrid. 
Gen. 
Campos will take command of the 


troops and probably will be the next 
premier, as there is a general feeling 
that a strong hand in the government 
is an imperative necessity just now. 


During the final council of the Sa- 


gasta cabinet, a committee of officers 
went to the council room and asked 
for the premier. They demanded that 
he suppress the Resnmen, which had 
published reflections upon the courage 
of the officers' corps and propose to 
pailiament severely repressive press 
laws. 


The premier declined to make -any 


such concessions. He represented the 
officers' demands to the council, and 
after a brief discussion the ministers 
decided to resign.

The present colonial complications 
also added to the difficulties of the 
ministry.

ANOTHER OUTRAGE. 


An American Schooner Said to Mare Boen 


Sunk by a Spanish Gunboat and 


All Hands Lost. 


KEY WLST, Fla., March 17.—Passen- 


gers on the steamer which arrived from 
Havana last night bring news of re- 
ports in circulation there of further 
depredations by Spanish cruisers on 
American vessels, along the 
Cuban 


coast. The latest report is to the ef- 
fect that the Spanish gunboat Arcedo 
fired into and sunk an

schooner off Puerto Padre.

IMPORTANT CHANGES 


In the Pontal Kecrnlatloni to Correspond 


With the New Printing Act. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—In accord- 


ance with the printing act of January 
12, 1893, the postmaster general has 
made several amendments to the postal 
laws and regulations. One extends 
the franking privilege to the vice- 
president of the United States. A pe- 
culiar point in the act was the omission 
of the word "free" xvhere it authorizes 
those entitled to the franking privi- 
lege to send and receive mail. The 
omitted word has been inserted in 
brackets. 


Section 37 of the act authorizes the 


public printer to print facsimile signa- 
tures as a frank on envelopes used for 
mailing public documents. Under the 
old law the frank was required to be 
written. This, however, does not au- 
thorize the free carriage in the mails 
of public documents under cover of 
envelopes which have been printed 
with facsimile signatures at private 
printing establishments. 
The department holds that mail 


matter addressed to any government 
official in his official title franked in 
accordance with the act, may be car- 
ried free when not exceeding the limit 
of weight provided by law, which is 
four pounds in any package. Corre- 
spondence, however, addressed to pri- 
vate individuals and sent free under 
the frank must not exceed one ounce 
in weight. Correspondence in excess 
of that weight will be treated in the 
same manner as any other ordinary un- 
paid letter.

SNAKES IN MICHIGAN. 


A State Whore the Eacer IB Al- 


ways Blue or Bluish. 


Beptilca About Which Bat Little la Kuowa 


to the Average Header—They Cannot 


Outrun a Man Except Over 


Rrofcen Ground. 


In Michigan, writes acorrespondent of 


the American Field, this snake is always 
blue or dusty bluish, and is therefore 
called blue racer. Do not understand 
me to say that we have no blade snakes 
in Michigan, for that would be an er- 
ror, o& we shall describe them later in 
another genus; but the common black 
snake of New England and other east- 
ern states becomes the blue-racer in the 
west 
All individuals of this species 


are blue when small, even in the east, 
I am informed, and here, till they reach a 
an engine when he straightened again, 
length of 2 feet or a little more; they are 
of a beautiful bright cerulean hue, and 
spotted on their sides with black. At 
what age the cerulean racer begins to 
turn darker and lose his spots I am un- 
able to say, but I have captured speci- 
mens 3% feet long, which were un- 
doubtedly adults, as they had entirely 
lost their bright blue color and were 
putting on the du«ky greenish blue. 
When the blue racer reaches full size it 
is brown on the back, with a faint sug- 
gestion of blue, which, however, is 
more pronounced just after skin shed- 
ding. The sides show a shade of green- 
ish blue and the under parts a dull 
bluish white. This variation in color 
between the eastern and western B. 
constrictor is, perhaps, comparable to 
the transition in the pelage of the gray 
squirrel Sciurus Carolinensis (And.) 
which is generally found black in this 
vicinity. I understand that in New 
York state the two varieties of squir- 
rel intermingle, and that nests of young 
have been found containing both va- 
rieties. I have found this snake almost 
black here, but never quite so. 


Tho longest racer I have ever seen, 


and it was the longest snake I have 
measured in Michigan, was G feet 4 
inches in length. Many that at first 
sight and when running at full speed 
looked all of 10 feet long, proved to be 
only between 5 and 0 feet, for when 
moving quickly over the ground they 
have a deceiving appearance. From 
the time \v hen they first appear in the 
month of April till well along in the 
suminer, perhans all the season, this 
species is to bo found in pairs. The fe- 
male is the more heavily built of the 
two, and generally about 6 inches 
longer; the male being much trimmer 
and seemingly more active, and aver- 
aging about GO inches in length. It is
